Senator Mason and former Congress- 
man Lorinier were among those who 
vice president and party left the exec- 
live mansion an informal reception 
was tendered the vice 
president, 


among the callers being state and fed- 
eral officei >. suprem* court judges, 
members of state boards and officers 
of the Illinois national guard. On ar- 
rival at the executive mansion the 
vice presidential salute of 19 guns was 
fired by a squad of Yates cadets. The 
vie president and party left the exec- 
utive maasion and. escorted by four 
cavalry troops. Governor Yates and 
staff and other national guard officers, 
proceeded to Camp Lincoln. On the 
jarty's arrival at 
Camp Lincoln, 


where several thousand people assem- 
bled on. the parade ground, a salute of 
19 guns was fired. The First cavalry 
band headed the procession from the 
camp gate to general headquarters, 
playing "Hail to the Chief" 


As the rice president and Governor 


Yates passed the line of troops there 
was great cheering. An informal re- 
ception was held at general headquar- 
ters. A review of all troops ia camp 
was followed by the evening parade. 


At the close of the parade a state 


dinner was given £.t general headquar- 
ters. Between 5-JO and 600 prominent 
military men and civilians from all 
over the state were present. Gover- 
nor Yates presided, and after dinner 
introduced Vice President Roosevelt 
as the "hero of the battle of Saa 
Juan," proposing three cheers for 
Roosevelt, which were given with a. 
will. The rice president made a short

The vice 
president afterward addressed 
the 


troops and several thousand civilians 
from the bandstand. The vice presi- 
dential party then returned to the ex- 
ecutive mansion, where they remain \ 
until this morning when Mr. Roosevelt 
and party returned to Chicago. 


The Delaware Disaster. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 31. — It is now 


reasonably certain that at least 25 per- 
sons perished as a result of the ex- 
plosion of one of the boilers of the 
steamer City of Trenton on the Dela- 
ware river "Wednesday afternoon. This 
conclusion is reached by the police au- 
thorities through the fact that 14 per- 
sons who are reported by their rela- 
tives or friends to have been on the 
steamer har not yet been found. These 
missing persons, with 11 bodies al- 
ready recovered, make a total of 25. 
Ten persons ar estill in a serious con- 
dition as a result of the disaster, of 
whom four may die. The wrecked ves- 
sel has been floated. 


Racing Stables Burned. 


St. Louis. Mo, Aug. 31.—Fire that 


broke out in the southwest corner of 
the Fair Grounds race track consumed 
about a dozen stables, valued at 
$5,500, and burned to death a num- 
ber of valuable horses. Great eicltp- 
ment prevailed during the Sre. Horsr-s 
were turned loose and nm away In 
every direction. It is impossible to 
learn the names of all the animals 
consumed, but it is known that Tom 
Cromwell. Miss Fanstus and Silent 
Brook met their death.

sportsmen are showing considerable in- 
terest in the prospwts. says a dlsiKiteb 
from Old Forge to the New York Com 
uiercial Advertiser. 
Deer have been 


Been in tbe usual numbers along tbe 
forest trails and the highways, and the 
outlook was never better for a success- 
ful season. Those who have recently 
been in the woods after speckled trout 
say this will be a banner deer season 
if signs and marks, which are as thick 
as leaves, count for anything. One is 
scarcely able to End a thickly wooded 
place near the water which is not cov- 
ered with deer tracks. The deer season 
will last until Nov. 1C. and the hunters 
have the privilege of possessing game 
until Nov. 2u. 


The season for grouse will open Sept. 


15 and close Dec. 1C. There are only 
certain sections of tbe Adirondacks 
which provide good snootinsr. and one 
of tbe best of them is Piseco lake, in 
Hamilton county. 


la addition to the deer and grouse 


shooting there are now many bears, 
the number having increased faster 
than grouse or deer in the last few 
years. There have at different times in 
the last few months been persistent ru- 
mors of the presence of panthers and 
lynx, and it seems that the last wolf 
is yet to be exterminated. There is no 
closed season in the Adirondack conn- 
ties of Herkimer. Jefferson. Lewis and 
St. Lawrencf on hares and rabbits- 
Foxes and rabbits have been increasing 
rapidly in numbers in the last few 
years. 


The hunters in the Adirondacks this 


season may encounter some elk and 
moose, as 25 of tbe former were re- 
leased on the shores of Forked lake in 
the middle of the summer. It is known 
that several moose have escaped from 
private preserves and are roaoiing the 
wilds. One of them, a bull moose, was 
kiiled by a hunter below Sarauac lake 
last fall, its slayer being fined heavily 
for the offense. Elk and moose in tbe 
Adirondacks are protected by law in- 
definitely.

Shaffer's Comment

WOOD WINS. 


Interior Department Declares HI* 


Claim is Valid. 


Washington, Aug. 31.—The acting 


secretary of the interior has refused 
to order a hearing in the case of J. L. 
Calvert against James R. Wood la- 
volving Wood's entry of Indian land. 


The charges on which the contest 


was founded were substantially that 
Wood's entry was made in violation 
of the homstead law by reason of the 
location on the south line of Lawton 
and that the entry embraces a tract 
a mile long and only a quarter of a 
mile wide, and was so taken for spec- 
ulative purposes and not for agricul- 
tural purposes, and was made when 
there were a number of town site set- 
tlers on the site who occupied it for 
business purposes. 


The decision holds that the selec- 


tion and entry of land adjacent to the 
town of Lawton was not in violation 
of the letter of spirit of the law. and 
that the fact that there may have 
been alleged town site settlers on the 
lands at the time he made his entry 
does not affect Wood's right of entry. 
Wood's claim is declared valid- 


Salisbury Will Stick. 


London, Aug. 31.—Chiefly owing to 


the lack of all interesting news the 
Pall Mall Gazette's announcement of 
the approaching retirement of Lord 
Salisbury attracted 
considerable at-
